DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of Group III (claims 1 1-18) in the reply filed on 
9/13/04 is acknowledged. With respect to the Applicants' argument in page 1, 
paragraphs 1-2. Applicants' reasons therefore are not persuasive. Applicants are not 
entitled to examination of multiple independent inventions in one application, since 
inventions I and 1 1 are directed to an invention that is independent or distinct from the 
elected invention III as reasons provided from prior Office action (see paragraph 1): 
that each inventions have a separate status in the art and clearly have a separate field 
of search, and the search required for Group III is not necessary required for Group I 
and/or III, etc. Moreover, examination of the independent inventions herein would 
present a serious burden to the Examiner in as much as the searches are not 
coextensive and the art is quite prolific Accordingly, the requirement is repeated and 
made FINAL . 

2. Thus, claims 1-10 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected inventions, there being no allowable generic 
or linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the 
reply filed on 9/13/04.

c) Non-elected claims 1-10 are required to be cancelled . 

* Further, Applicants' cooperation is requested in correcting any errors of which 
applicant may become aware in the claims. 

4. Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex 
parte Quay/e, 1935 CD. 1 1 , 453 O.G. 213.

fiducial mark, in a longitudinal direction of said suction pipe, a relative movement device 
operable to move said image taking device and said suction nozzle relative to each 
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other, in at least a direction intersecting said longitudinal direction of said suction pipe 
so as to pass a relative position there between at which said electric component held by 
said suction pipe and fiducial mark are concurrently located within a field of vision of 
said image taking device."
